Sawmill No 2 is located opposite ARCHANGEL, 
it is marked on the German city chart, probably point 121* It 
has an ordinary, good lumber quay. At present, the quay can ac- 
commodate only one boat, but it is being extended. Two quay berths 
are to be constructed there. The vessel ties up at iron posts 
set in blboks- of cement v . 

It is difficult to put in at the quay. Entrance is made 
partly^ by f ollowing range markers on shore and partly by following 
a row of buoys. When the bow reaches the quay, the anchor is cast, 
and the current swings the craft in to the quay. 


Depth along the quay was given as 22 feet 





Opposite the lumber quay, and in direct connection with it, 
there is a smaller quay, which is used by lighters. 


The sawmill itself is new; it has only been in use for about 
a year, there must have been another sawmill there 

before. 

From the river, the logs are taken on a chain conveyer up to 
a large dam, constructed of lumber, on a level with the sawmill and 
about 20 feet above the surface of the river. From this dam, canals 
lead directly in to the saws. The building is 70 - B0 meters long 
and lies perpendicular to the edge of the quay. It has masonry walls, 

bECi'i. „ , 
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and it has a curved wooden roof. The boards are sorted nortn 
of the sawmill . At the southern end, saw dust is transported on 

a conveyer belt to a small silo. 

A little west of the saw, there is a masonry drying-hall. 

In this drier, there are 4 compartments on each side. The lumber 
i 8 brought in on rail*p cars which hold 5 standards each. It 
was said that the lumber was kept in the drier for 3 days. 

West of the drying hall, there is a large planing shop, which 
lies parallel to the sawmill building. The planing chop is about 
50 meters long and of the same construction as the sawmill build- 
ing. Source was inside the planing hall. There are 4 rows of 
machines running the length of the building. Among the machines, 
Source noticed especially several small cross-cut saws and several 
planers, but there may also have been other special machines in 
the building. It appeared that only small box-boards were being 
turned out in the planing shop. They were made from broken and other 

to 

discarded boards, which were cut flk the proper length on the cross- 
cut saws. Only women were employed in the building. The chips wore 
carried out from the planing shop in small cars to a small circular 
silo, and from there they were driven away With horse and wagon. 


There are railway tracks in the sawmill area. In the eastern 
part of the area, they run parallel to the quay; in the western 


part, they run perpendicular to it.

The 


only traffic he saw on the tracks was cars loading saw chips from 
the silo below the sawmill. When these cars had been filled, th«y 
were pulled away toward the west. Usually, there were 5 cars to 
a tra in^ pulled by a small diesel engine. 

In the western part of the sawmill area, there is an office 
building in the shape of an angle. The entrance is at tie vertex 
of the angle. The entrance leads into a hall. One wing consists

of 3 offices connected by doors (i. e., without a corridor). The 
outer office is used by plant foremen^ the middle one by two ladies; 
and the inner one by the sawmill dispatcher, in the ether wing, 
there are probably recreation rooms for the workers. 

Some grading work was being done in the northwestern part of 
the sawmill area. The workers were quite young boys, who were dressed 
in a kind of uniform, consisting of cover-alls and a uniform
